His employment 
followed an informal conference 
between the councilmen, water 
company officials and Supervisor 
Dan Mikesell recently. Possibil- 
ity of the city buying the dump 
site was discussed.

The project is financed by the 
last of income available from 
sale of $350,000 in bonds author- 
ized by the voters of the Upland 
School District in Jan., 1953.

Voters will vote on the propo- 
sition of whether or not bonds 
in the amount of $700,000. shall 
be issued and sold. 

According to Mr. Cook, it is 
proposed to spend the proceeds 
from the sale of these bonds for 
the following purposes, as needs 
develop during the next three to 
five years. 

The construction of educational 
buildings and site development 
at the Baldy View Elementary 
school, the Sierra Vista Elemen- 
‘tary school and the Upland Jun- 
ior High school and the purchase 
of-three school site additions.

Upland Woman 
Comes Here 
48 Years Ago 


“By GERRY McGEER 


Insisting that her life is too 
ordinary to be the, subject of an 
interview, Mrs. William Rohrig, 
who, celebrated her 92nd _ birth- 
day anniversary recently, 
cajoled into. telling 
about ‘her observations and ex- 
periences. 


“There are dozens of people |’. 


more interesting than I am,” she 
sald. “All my life I’'vé just done 
the things that were to be done 
and ‘when ‘they were finished I 
went on to something else.’ 

A fesident of Upland since 1908 
handsome Mrs. Rohrig still thinks 
of herself as a Hoosier, for she 
was born in Indiana. As a young 
womah she went into U. S. gov- 
ernment service and journeyed 
to Témpe, Ariz. to work as a 
teacher among the Pima Indians. 

“A feacher was lucky to get 
$60 a month,’’ she said, ‘‘and 
that {s what I was paid.” 


INDIAN MOMENTOS 


Her love and respect for the 
Indians has continued through 
the years. She has many memen- 
tos of her life among them, but 
has given away many more. 

“It was an impossible situation 
in many ways, in living among 
them,’’ she sald. ‘There were so 
many regulations, made by peo- 
ple who didn’t understand the 
indians and were far away from 
them. We were expected to teach 
them. without learning their lan- 
guage, Can you imagine that?’’ 

She says that she can’t recall 
the Pima Indians ever receiving 
anything. They lived as they had 
always lived and appeared to live} 
well. 

Soon after she arrived as a 
teacher, she was in the class- 
room and ‘noticed an old Indian 
woman carefully scanning a col- 
ored design which she had placed 
on the blackboard as a. border 
for the letters of the alphabet 
she had written. 

Months later the old woman 
came back with some of the let- 
ters and the design worked into

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in their 48 years here. It is at

“She was terribly upset when 
she discovered the design was 
no longer on the blackboard. I 
bought the basket from her. The 
basketmakers could copy any de- 
sign that appealed to them.’’ she 
said. 

Miss Ann Rohrig, a daughter, 
has a basket that another Indian 
woman presented to her when she 
was born. Mrs. Rohrig pointed 
out that it will hold water. 


Mr. Rohrig was also in the In- 


dian service. They were married 


in Arizona and all their children 


were born there. They continue 


to live in the home they purchas- 
ed when they came to Upland in 
1908, at 1080 W. Foothill Blvd.

“Tn the interests of sound finan- 
cial management a school dis- 
trict anticipating increasing en- 
rollment must acquire school 
sites well in advance of actual 
need. If this policy is not followed 
desirable school sites can only be 


ht: acquired through the unpleasant

BQ, chinery of ‘‘eminent domain’’. 

ea “The Upland School District 
Ip- should purchase three school sites 


within the immediate future. The 
school district holds an option on 
a ten-acre parcel of land in the 
northwest section of the dis- 
trict. This property is the third 
10 acres west of Euclid Ave. on 
the north side of 15th St. Present- 
ly, all elementary school children 
living north of the center line of 
Foothill Blvd. are served by the 
Sierra Vista Elementary school, 
located at 253 E. 14th St. The 
tempo of residential development 
in the area north of Foothill Blvd. 
is increasing rapidly. It is safe 
to say that within a relatively 
short period of time the Sierra 
Vista Elementary school, even 
with the added capacity which a 
six-classroom _addition will pro- 
vide, will not be able to offer an 
adequate educational program, on 
a full school day basis, for all 
the children who will have resi- 
dence within this area. When this 
situation develops a school must 
be built to take care of the ele- 
mentary school population living 
north of Foothill Blvd. and west 
of Euclid Ave. 

“The Upland Schoool District 
can acquire title to the site on 
W. 15th St. by the payment of 
$35,000.00 on or before Feb. 1, 
1957. Approval of this site for 
school purposes has already been 
obtained from the Division of 
Schoolhouse Planning, California 
State Department of Education, 
and the Upland City Planning 
Commission. Approval of these 
two agencies is prerequisite to 
the expenditure of school district 
money for school site purposes. 

“Residents of the west portion 
of Upland Annex No. 4 recently 
voted to join the Upland School 
District. While this area may not 
develop an elementary schoo 
population large enough to justify 
the construction of an elementary 
school plant for quite a number 
of years it is still imperative that 
a school site be purchased imme- 
diately. A school site must be 
related to the school district’s 
transportation policy. In the in- 
terest of economy a school site 
should be so located that school 
district transpertation costs are 
kept at a minimum. To defer pur- 
chase of a school site im the west 
portion of Upland Annex No. 4 
will mean that when the time 
comes that an elementary school 
is built and operated in this part 
of the Upland. School District it 
will be located at the extreme 
western edge of the school dis-
